In a direct warning to resi-
dents of these areas, Chief Al-
derson said, “No open burning
of any kind will be permitted.
Permits for the burning of
standing’ vegetation, such as
weeds, grass, wild oats and bar-
lgy will not be issued by the
Fire Department. Combustible
debris may be burned in a Class
T incinérator at any time. Com-
bustible debris may be disposed
uf in a Class II ‘incinerator only
between the hours of 6:00 a.m.
and .10:00 a.m. daily. Approved
incinerators must be equipped | Ji
with a spark arrester in good
condition. Oil drums or old five-
gallon cans are not considered
approved incinerators and their |t
use is illegal.”
